Queens Village is a district of older development, for the most 
part. It is characterized by many streets of small, uniformly 
designed homes. Most of these houses are of the owner- 
occupied, one-family type, with some two-family dwellings and 
several apartment houses. The bulk of the building occurred in 
the 1920-1930 decade, but the 1940 Census showed a family 
increase of 1 8 per cent. The main business street is Jamaica 
Avenue, while Hollis and Hillside Avenues have a scattering of 
retail stores. There are a few industrial plants. 
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
